Tweaking transit could leave senior riders out of the loop 
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Point of View 


Asking the 
right questions 


E ven big, well-funded think 
tanks can stumble, unless 
they accept a fundamental truth of 
statistics: that the answer you get 
depends on the question you ask. 

The Fraser Institute released a 
report concluding that the enforced 
amalgamation of municipalities 
in the 1990s - of the sort that 
created the towns of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury and Innisfll - did not 
produce the expected cost savings 
and efficiencies. 

The proof? Property taxes, 
municipal employee salaries, and 
long-term debt have all increased in 
the amalgamated municipalities. 

The study specifically mentions 
Haldimand County, where taxes 
jumped 50% between 2000 and 
2012, Kawartha Lakes where 
salaries grew 52.8%, and Norfolk, 
where long-term debt increased 
111 %. 

“Our study reinforces earlier 
research about amalgamation of 
larger cities which suggests that 
amalgamations in Ontario didn’t 
achieve cost savings, and in some 
instances might have actually raised 
costs,” said co-author Lydia Miljan, 
Fraser Institute senior fellow. 


A perfectly sensible conclusion, 
if the authors are looking at 
amalgamation in a vacuum. But 
amalgamation wasn't all that has 
happened between the 1990s 
and today. The cost of materials 
and construction has increased. 
The province has stiffened 
requirements and standards for 
water and wastewater servicing, 
and downloaded costs to lower tier 
governments, for everything from 
highway interchanges to social 
housing. 

Has amalgamation reduced 
or increased costs? How can 
anyone know, without looking 
at increases in taxes, long-term 
debt and municipal salaries in 
non-amalgamated municipalities, 
in detail? Or without comparing 
growth and non-growth 
municipalities? Growth pressures 
always lead to higher costs, to keep 
up with demands on infrastructure. 

Maybe the question shouldn’t 

deliver cost savings? 

Maybe the question should 
be, what are the factors leading 
to higher taxes, higher salaries 
and more long-term debt in 
municipalities across Ontario?

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Expropriation begins, but 
negotiations continue

The Town of Bradford West 
Gwillimbury has started 
expropriation proceedings 
for properties needed for the 
Southeast Arterial road, and 
the Hwy. 400-Line 5 inter¬ 
change - but not because it 
has stopped negotiating. 

The town has successfully 
concluded two deals, paying the 
appraised value of the proper¬ 
ties, and is near agreement on 
a number of other properties. 
A report from staff clearly states 
thatnegotiations “will continue 
with property owners to try to 
reach an amicable settlement” 

The idea of beginning the 
expropriation proceedings 
was described as being for 
"insurance” only - and could 
be discontinued “where 
negotiations are successful 
or an agreement is reached." 

Councillor Gary Baynes 
suggested delaying the start 
of expropriation proceedings 
until those negotiations have 
been completed, to the next 
meeting or even August. “I'm 
pondering the timing,” said 
Councillor Gary Baynes in 
the June 2 meeting of council. 
"We’ve had some deals that 

some deals that are close.” 

“Staff have thought a lot 
about this - when to start the 
expropriation process. It’s 
a very long process,” direc¬ 
tor of legislative services 
Rebecca Murphy replied. 
“It’s possible we may not 
need this” - but, she noted, 
even if the expropriation 

there will be “no possession 
of the land until December;” 
longer, if there are any chal¬ 
lenges, questioning the need 
for expropriation. 

“We don't want to lose a 


second construction year,” 
Murphy said. 

When Councillor Baynes 
suggested that acquisition 
could be delayed until Feb¬ 
ruary, and still allow con¬ 
struction in 2016, director of 
engineering Arup Mukherjee 
explained that the Ministry of 
Transportation will not permit 
the tender for the interchange 
to be released until and unless 
the town has secured all of 
the property needed. Delay¬ 
ing the start of expropriation 
proceedings to August would 
delay tendering of the con¬ 
tract, and any request for a 
'hearing of necessity’ would 
take that “beyond the Febru- 


a tender could even be 
issued, Mukheqee said - los¬ 
ing the season, and making it 
doubtful that acceptable bids 
would be received. Expropri¬ 
ation is "essentially an insur¬ 
ance policy and back-up.” 

Mayor Rob Keffer opposed 
the move to expropriation. 
“We are dealing with peo¬ 
ple’s possessions, their land. 
It’s a very serious step,” he 
said, suggesting that some 
property owners might with¬ 
draw from negotiations once 
the expropriation proceed¬ 
ings begin. “I just hate the 
thought of starting expropria¬ 
tion when we can negotiate... 
give it a little more time.” 

But Councillor Made Contois 
spoke for the majority when he 
said, “I think it's important for 
this process to move forward. 
Negotiations will continue... 
this is a crucial piece of property 
that sooner or later Bradford
